MEN NEAREST HIS HEART. 


Chief Executive Addresses School- 
mates of Thirty Years Ago, 
Predicting Four Try- 
ing Years. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—If you've 
ever sat in the enemy's camp when the Blue 
eleven lunged its last yard for a touchdown 
and had your hair ruled by the that 
swept across the gridiron, you can guess how 
1,500 Yale men yelled at the Waldorf tonight 
for Bill Taft of 78. 

It came all at once, a terrific, ear jarring 
crash of cheers that danced the glasses on the 
table tops and fluttered the big fags around 
the balconies. They had ceased the pounding 
chant of Boola."’ 

Suddenly the electric lights died all over 
the grand ballroom. A searchlight sprayed 
its rays squarely on a drop curtain which pic- 
tured the old brick row as it was in the days 
when President Taft was afreshman. You 
could see the rail fence, even the initials cut 
along the boards—** W. H. T.“ — O. T. B.“ 
AK. T. H.“ Tall elms leaned toward the an- 
cient bulldings and spread their foliage over 
the dingy roofs. 


Broad Light on Taft. 

The broad band of light moved up and 
down over the picture, hestitated, then fell 
equarely on President Taft as he sat with 
President Arthur Twining Hadley of the 
university and President James R. Sheffield 
of the Yale club. The president's head was 
half turned toward the picture of the old 
brick row. He wasn't smiling. 

The yell started, spread all over the room, 
gathered force, and roared and thundered 
until the lights went out again. In the dark- 
ness presently the old brick row appeared 
and took form. Soft lights gleamed at the 
windows of the dormitories. The chapel 
bell tolled faintly. Somebody started a 
chant. The Yale graduates took it up by 
hundreds until 1,600 of them were shouting 
in rhythm: 

0, freshman, put out that light, 
O, freshman, put out that light, 
O, freshman, put out that light.” 

That was Tule's greeting to Taft of 78. 
Their welcome to President William Howard 
Taft, who happened to be graduated from 
their university, came later. 


Biggest Dinner in New York. 

It was the biggest dinner ever held in the 
Waldorf-Astoria, which means, perhaps, the 
biggest in New York City. There were exact- 
ly 1,448 at the tables, and more than 100 who 


ame late were not able to sit down at an. 


The stage was set with the attention to de- 
tail shown by professionals.. Beside the big 
drop curtain behind the head table, which 
depicted the old brick row as it was in Taft's 
time, they had strung a section of rail fence 
in front of the table, a replica of the fence 
that Mr. Taft used to whittle his initials on. 

It was nearly 10 o'clock when the singing 
and the cheering and story telling came to 
an end. Toastmaster Sheffield took up the 
speechmaking after a final thunderstorm of 
cheers for President Taft. 

“Sons of Mother Tale, he said, with a 
glance at the president to his right and Mr, 
Hadley at his left, “in this sandwich the 
meat is not on theinside. [Laughter.] 


Bigger, Finer than Expected. 

“This is a Yale christening, the event for 
which Elihu and Mother Yale have waited 
so long. [Laughter.] And now that he has 
arrived even Dr. Hadley confesses that he 
is bigger and finer than was expected. 
{Cheering and laughter.] I have been au- 
thorized by Dr. Hadley to state that Mother 
Yale is doing well. She is almost ready to 
forgive the rest of the class of '78 for being 
alive.” 

Mr. Sheffield promptly introduced the presi- 
dent of the university. 

“ When we have with us a lion of home pro- 
duction greater than the shores of Africa can 
furnish,” said President Hadley, wo are in- 
clined to be justly impatient if time is given 
for the preliminary roars of lesser animals, 
[Laushter.] Now, what did the president of 
today, what did the Bill Taft [cheers] of 
thirty years ego, learn at Yale that helped 
him? 

In the first place he learned to measure 
himeelf with his fellows. He learned to avoid 
nonsense. The best advertisement that the 
department of English composition at Yale 
ever received was the message sent to con- 
gress by the president last Monday.” 


Learns How to Work. 

“If I look back thirty or thirty-five years, 
I seem to see the placid figure of young Taft 
reading a twenty page composition to the 
almost equally placid figure of Prof. Cyrus 
Northrop. The reading is done; the com- 
ment begins. 

„% Was there anything in the first nineteen 
pages that was not either expressed or im- 
plied in the twentieth?’ 

No, air.’ 

Then leave out the first nineteen pages 
and begin with the twentieth.’ He learned 
his lesson; and the country rings with ap- 
plause for the man who says what he has to 
say—who neither begins before he is ready 
to keep on after he has finished.

Immediately in the galleries and all over 
the big ballroom men threw napkins in the 
air and bedlam broke loose, intermingled 
with Yale cheers. After it had somewhat 
subsided President Taft began his speech. It

Washington, D. C., March 19.— [Special. 
President Taft and Secretary of State Knox 
will hold a conference tomorrow for the pur- 
pose of determining upon a radical reor-~- 
ganization of the personnel of the diplomatic 
service. A slate alfeady has been prepared 
and it will be considered with the utmost 
care by the high officials named. Subject, of 
course, to revision the slate is as follows; 


DR. CHARLES W. ELIOT of Massachusetts, 
retiring president of Harvard university, am- 
bassador to Great Britain, vice Whitelaw Reid 
of New York. 

ROBERT BACON, New York, former secre- 
tary of state, ambassador to France, vice Henry 
White, Rhode Island. 

J. G. A. LEISHMAN, Pennsylvania, now am- 
bassador to Turkey, ambassador to Italy, vice 
Lloyd O. Griscom of Pennsylvania. 

W. W. ROCKHILL, now minister to China, 
ambassador to Turkey, vice Leishman. 

DAVID JAYNE HILL of New York, to re- 
main for a time as ambassador to Germany, 

RICHARD ©. KERENS of Missouri, ambas- 
sador to Austria-Hungary, vice Charles 8. Fran- 
cis of New York. 

CHESTER I. LONG of Kansas (possibly), 
ambassador to Russia, vice John W. Riddle of 
Minnesota.

Cry Out Against Changes. 

In all there are forty-four diplomatic 
posts, and there is a long string of appli- 
cants for each of them. Undoubtedly before 
thé administration closes there will be 
changes in practically all ofthem. Already 
the cry is going up from those who entered 
the service. 4s secretaries of legations and 

now hold office as ministers that the admin- 
istration is striking at the root of ‘the idea 
of a permanent American diplomatic corps. 

They claim it is disheartening to men who 
have passed severe examinations for lower 
positions to deprive them of hope of re- 
ceiving recognition of efficiency not only by 
promotion but by retention. It furthermore 
is contended that the Roosevelt administra- 
tion inaugurated the plan of such a corps, 
and that the new administration now is de- 
stroying it. 

As a matter of fact, President Taft is 
under no obligation to keep any ambassador 
or minist There are some whose separa- 
tion from the service would be an advantage 
to the country. These men certainly are 
marked for decapitation. When conditions 
permit good men will be promoted or re- 
tained. This notably is the case with regard 
to Minister Rockhill “in Peking, who has 
been for years in the service, and whose ad- 
vice, especially upon the far and near east, 


is invaluable, and eee 


| Denmark. Dr. Egan is among the best dip- 
lomats in the employ of the United States.

ig hie lack of money. Mr. Reid, the present 
ambassador, has been living at the rate of 
$150,000 a year, according to reports, and hag 
placed the American embassy upon a social 
plane it never before has had. 

Dr. Eliot could support no such establish- 
ment as he, but hie lack of finds is more 
than compensated for by his distinction, and 
there ig every reason to believe the dignity 
of the United States would be enhanced and 
not diminished by his appointment. The 
American people were highly flattered by 
the dispatch of James Bryce to Washington 
as the ambassador qf Great Britain. Mr. 
Bryce hag no mon to speak of, but he 
has standing and utation which justly 
were appreciated by this government. 


Bacon a Compliment to France, 


Mr. Bacon’s selection to succeed Mr. White 
cannot but be acceptable to France. To no 


other country has the United States sent a 


former secretary of state. Mr. Bacon made 
an excellent record, both as secretary and 
assistant secretary of state, understands 
American diplomacy thoroughly, speaks 
French fluently, and unquestionably will 
make a first class ambassador. He will suc- 
ceed Henry White, who has- been in the 
diplomatic service for twenty odd years, 
first as one of the secretaries in the em- 
bassy in London, then as ambassador to 
Italy and special ambassador to the inter- 
national conference regarding Morocco. 

Dr. HIll’s retention probably will not be 
permanent, but he has been in Berlin only 
eight months, and it is not considered a ‘wise 
thing to remove him in view of the excellent 
position he has created for himself. 

There is little doubt that Minister Gum- 
mere will be succeeded, and the man who 
may get his place is Mr. Dodge of Massa- 
chusetts, who began his diplomatic career 
as secretary of the embassy in Berlin and 
who a year ago was appointed minister to 
Salvador. 

Mr. Bryan was proposed for appointment 
as an ambassador, but it is understood that 
he will recetye no such office and will be con- 
tent with Belgium. It is not certain that 
he will be given even this post. 


Foreigners to Be Transferred. 


It is expected that the foreign governments 
will make some changes shortly in their 
representatives in Washington. Baron Hen- 
gelmüller von Hengervar, the Austrian am- 
bassador, has returned home on six months’ 
leave of absence and may not come back. 

Mr. J. J. Jusserand, the distinguished 
French ambassador, is slated for a high Eu- 
ropean post, as is Baron Edmondo Mayor 
des Planches, dean of the corps, who has 
made an excellent position for his govern- 
ment and himself in the United States. Gen. 
Mortesa, khan, the Persian minister, will 
start for home in a few weeks. Baron Mon- 
cheur, the Belgian minister, has n trans- 
ferred. Dr. Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese min- 
ister, perhaps will remain a year longer. 


Other Changes in Office,

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DETECTIVE KILLS IN ERROR 


Joseph Finn Shot While on Way 
Home by Alexander Scott. 


FATS TO HEED A WARNING. 
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Killed by mistake! 

That tells the story of a fatal shooting last 
evening in which a policeman was the slayer. 

The victim was Joseph Finn, 3416 Parnell 
avenue. He lost his life because Detective 
Alexander Scott of the Twenty-second street 
station mistook him for “ Pickles” Kilroy, 
@ character well known to the police. 

The shooting occurred at 6:30 o'clock at 
Canal and Twenty-sixth streets. Finn, who 
was employed as a laborer at the N. K. Fair- 
bank company, Nineteenth street and Went- 
worth avenue, was on his way home from 
work, in company with John Kilcone, 3311 
Parnell avenue. They were walking south in 
Canal street, when Detective Scott came out 
of John Dornik’s saloon, at the corner of 
Twenty-eixth street. 


Does Not Stop; Detective Fires. 

* Hold on, there!” shouted Scott to the. 
men, thinking one of them wae Kilroy. The 
policeman was in plain clothes. 

Kilcone halted, but his companion contin- 
ued his way homeward. 

A second command to stop was shouted by 
Scott, but it is said Finn did not heed it. 

The detective drew his revolver and fired 
two shots, both of which hit the human 
mark. One of the bullets, it is said, drilled 
a hole in the victim's breast. He dropped 
dead on the sidewalk. 

Detective Scott ran up to where he lay and 
peered into his face. The man was not 
Kilroy. 

He had made a mistake! 

The Twenty-second street patrol wagon re- 
moved the body to Mutke’s undertaking es- 
tablishment, 428 Twenty-sixth street, and 
a message was sent from the station to break 
the news to the victim's widow. She was 
holding her 8 months old baby in her arms 
when told of the shooting. 


Reports Shooting; Ordered Held. 

Scott went to the station and made a re- 
port of the affair to Capt. Steve Wood. After 
hearing the detective’s version the captain 
took his star and revolver from him and 
ordered him locked up pending the coroner's 
investigation. Later he was allowed to goto 
his home in custody of two policemen to tell 
his wife of the occurrence. He then was 
returned to the station and locked up. 

Capt. Wood says that Scott was not under 
the influence of liquor, although he might 
have had a drink or two. Halt an hour be- 
fore the shooting Scott left the station to go 
to Dornik’s saloon to see the saloonkeeper 
regarding a complaint about a bogus check. 
Eva Reed is said to have passed a check for 
$18 on Dornik. She was arrested by Scott 
and his teammate, Peter Carney. 

Scott was at the saloon less than ten min- 
utes, he declares, when he left. Across the 
street he saw Finn and Kilcone. 


Long Search for Kilroy. 

For the last three months every member 
of the police department has been on the 
lookout for Pickles Kilroy, who is wanted 

in connection with several holdup robberies.

Kilroy, who was once tried for murder and 
acquitted, is known to the police as a gun 
fighter.

Long Gloves Pay More. 

All of these rates are for gloves not ex- 
ceeding fourteen inches in length. For every 
inch beyond that length there is an additional 
duty of 35 cents per dozen pairs, so that a 
glove seventeen inches long would be as- 
sessed $5.05 per dozen pairs, and soon. But 
that is not all. In addition to those rates, all 
leather gloves when lined must pay an addi- 
tional duty of $1 per dozen pairs. All. pique 
or prix seam gloves and all leather gloves 
stitched or embroidered with more than three 
single strands have an additional duty of 40 
cents per dozen pairs. 

It must have been an accident and yet it 
seems to be a fact that all kinds of men's 
gloves, except of the lowest class or 
“schmaschen’’ are now assessed a duty of 
$4 a dozen and will pay no more under the 
new bill, while every glove worn by every 
woman and child will surely be advanced in 
price if the new tariff is put in force, and the

Cheap Stockings Also Raised. 
Similarly, it seems unfair that the cheapest

Sharp Acquitted; Jury Cannot 
Agree on Others. 


INTEREST IN CASE HOLDS UP. 


South Aroused by Slaying of Former 
Senator Carmack.

Nashville, Tenn., March 19.—.When the jury 
today returned a verdict of acquittal for 
John D. Sharp, charged with the murder of 
former United States Senator E. W. Car- 
mack, and declared it was hopelessly tied 
up as to the Coopers, it was generally con- 
ceded the end of the famous case had been 
reached. 

Nothing daunted by the expressive firmness 
of Foreman Burke's declaration of a dis- 
agreement, Judge Hart sent the twelve men 
out for further deliberation and as- 
nounced that he would not discharge them 
until he was convinced an agreement could 
not be reached. 

Following the announcement of the fore- 
man of the jury that they “ were tied up 
tight as to the Coopers, but found John D. 
Sharp not guilty,” Judge Hart, quickly dis- 
missed Sharp. 

Tragedy Stirs Whole South. 

The Carmack tragedy is regarded as the 
culmination of a long series of political feuds 
over prohibition in Tennessee and the trial of 
Col. Duncan B. Cooper, his son, Robin Coop- 
er. and John D. Sharp, an ex-sherif and 
politician of Nash ville. 

Cooper bought the Nashville American and 
induced Carmack to come to Nashville as its 
editor. 

Whether the men ever were in thorough 
accord is a disputed point. Carmack’s friends 
say not. Col. Cooper swore on the stand that 
they were close friends until Gov. Robert L. 
Taylor opposed Carmack for reslection to 
the senate. This fight was long and bitter. 
A feature of it was a series of joint debates, 
and Carmack lost. The elder Cooper sup- 
ported Taylor, but Robin, the boy who killed 
the senator, supported the latter. 

Carmack, just beaten for the senate, wae 
urged into the race for governor against 
Patterson. ain joint debates were ar- 
ranged and Far the feeling between the 
factions grew bitter. 

Shooting Follows on Editorials. 

On Nov. 8, the day before the killing, an 
editorial appeared in the Tennesseean whic 
lamponed Col. Cooper: 

Col. Cooper, upon reading this editorial, 
sent this message to Carmack: “If 
my name appears in the Tennesseean again 
one of us must die.” 

On Nov. 9, the day of the killing, there ap- 
peared in the Tennesseean an editorial which 
repeatedly used Col. Cooper's name 

On the afternion of Nov. 9, shortly after 
the editirial appeared, Carmack was walk- 
ing in one of the principal streets of Nash- 
ville, when the tragedy occurred.

The beneficiaries of the receipts also have 
been spared publicity. All of the city clerks 
have denied any personal participation in 
the benefits, and have stated that, whatever 
the receipts were, they were pocketed by the 
h®taries. The notaries were given their 
places by the city clerks. g 


Approved by Administration. 

The recommendation for eliminating all 
notarial fees was but a part of a sweeping 
proposal for revising the handling of the 
city’s licensing business. The revision was 
approved by the administration, and was 
brought before the committee by City Col- 
lector E. J. Magerstadt. who urged the 
adoption of three principal and eight supple- 
mental ordinances, 
only the duty ot issuing the license papers, 
and making practically all of the seventy-odd 
forms of licenses fall due Jan. 1 instead of 
May 1, as at present. 

At the hearing of the committee in the 
afternoon—the second session for the same 
discussion—Mayor Busse was represented by 
B. J. Mullaney, and ntroller Walter H. 
Wilson also was present to urge the rec- 
ommendations of the ordinances that had 
been drawn by Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Howard Hayes. Ald. Francis D. Con- 
nery, Democratic candidate for the clerkship, 
Was an attentive listener, and City Clerk 
John R. McCabe took a hand in the 4rgu- 
ment, although he admitted that he had no 
prospect of another term. 


Sees Increase of Receipts. 

After Collector Magerstadt had explained 
the necessity of placing the responsibility. 
for the collection of license fees on the 
shoulders of a single official instead of divid- 
ing the duty between two men, Controller 
Wilson followed him with a prediction that 
the receipts of the city would be greatly in- 
creased by the proposed changes. He ac- 
knowledged that the movement for the re- 
vision of the system had been begun by him. 

City Clerk McCabe interjected an e“ 
planation that there never had been any 
trouble in the collection of fees except in the 
case of the wheel tax, and ufged that the 
proposed change would be a return to an old 
system that had been replaced by one de- 
vised by Haskins & Selis as a big improve- 
ment. He was answered by Magerstadt with 
a statement that there remains an uncol- 
lected balance of $180,000 of the wheel tax 
which he could not collect because he could 
not swear that certain papers in the clerk’s 
office were in his possession.

Seeks Fair Play ‘for Public. 
Secretary Mullaney said the administra- 
tion was actuated only by a desire to see 
the greatest possible efficiency in municipal] 
departments and fair play for the public.

DEMOCRATS SEE VICTORIES. 


2 —- 


Likely to Hold Party Caucus if They 
Win Majority in Council. 


Congressman Martin B. Madden last night 
fired the opening guns in the campaign which 
is to be waged in the Third ward for the re- 
election of Ald. Milton J. Foreman. 

More than 400 workers and supporters of 
Ald. Foreman gather at 3555 Cottage Grove 
avenue and enthusiastically seconded the 
campaign plans mapped out by Congressman 
Madden and a number of ward leaders. The 
fight. it was said, was not merely to elect 
Ald. Foreman to the council but to elect him 
by such a majority that his opponents would 
never again attempt to dominate the ward or- 
ganization. 

The real meeting of the Third ward con- 
test is to be held next Wednesday night at 
the old Douglas hall. Thirty-fifth street and 
Indiana avenue, and Congreseman Madden 
declared that he expected 10,000 voters of the 
ward to turn out. Brass bands and many 
speakers are to be on hand and arrangements 
have been made to take care of several over- 
flow meetings. 


Will Remain Until Finish. 

This is a campaign for right and justice.“ 
said the congressman. “I came back to 
Chicago from Washington to help the people 
of the Third ward elect the best alderman 
who ever sat in the council. I am here to 
fight, and I am going to stick to the finish. 
And I assert right here that we have this 
so-called independent element whipped to 
a frazzle, as Citizen Roosevelt might say. 

* Ait Chicago is watching the Third ward. 
Ald. Foreman is known all over the coun- 
try for his ability, his honesty, and the great 
work he has done toward solving the trac- 
tion, charter, and financial problems of the 
city. Mayor Busse is giving the city a busi-< 
ness administration such as it never saw 
before. And it is safe to say that Ald. Fore- 
man is his right hand man. 

Following the meeting on Cottage Grove 
avenue, Congressman- Madden addressed an- 
other meeting at 3315 State street. The 
Foreman enthusiasm ran high, and it was 
predicted that the alaerman would receive 
an almost unanimous vote in the ward. 


Predict Democratic Majority. 

Democratic council leaders predict a sertes 
of aldermanic victories at the April election 
which will give the Demotrats a majority 
in the council of not less than five, and pos- 
sibly seven. If éven a bare majority is 
achieved it is understood the Democrats will 
hold a party caucus and organize the coun- 
eil without regard to the nonpartisan ar- 
rangement between Republicans and Demo- 
crats which has existed for several years. 

There are now three vacancies in the coun- 
cil. One is that of Ald. Kohout, Democrat, 
from the Thirty-fourth ward, who committed 
suicide. Ald. Uhlir, Republican, resigned as 
representative of the Twelfth ward to become 
a Municipal court judge. Both of these places 
will be filled at the April election. Ald. Tins- 
mah Republican, resigned as alderman from 
the Thirty-second ward to become a candi- 
date for Circuit judge. His successor will 
be chosen at the judicial election in June. 


How Present Council Stands. 
Taking these vacancies into consideration, 


the present council stands forty-one Répub- 
licans, twenty-five Democrats, and one in- 


dependent, the independent being Ald. Thom- 


gon of the Twenty-fifth ward, usually classed 
as a Republican. 

Of the holdover aldermen twenty-one are 
Republicans, eleven are Democrats, and Ald. 
Thomson; independent. 

Democratic party managers concede only 
nine aldermen as certain to be Republicans 
as a result of the Aprfi election, and aver 
that enough Democrats will be elected to 
raise the Democratic total in the council to 
thirty-eight. > 

The Republican majority is not at alla 
unit with regard to the organization of the 
new council. The friction is said to be due 
to the voluntary retirement of Ald. Frank 
I. Bennett, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, and the quiet campaign which is now on 
for his place. With the Republican majority 
disrupted over the finance committee chair- 
manship, necessarily involving the rest of 
the council slate, the men who are engineer- 
ing the Democratic plan of organizing the 
council on partisan lines see a good chance 
to succeed. 


McCabe Withdraws Contest. 

City Clerk John R. McCabe withdrew his 
contest over the Republican nomination for 
the city clerkship in the morning. The re- 
count ballots in eleven of the thirteen 
wards which had been specified showed a gain 
of only ninety-nine for McCabe—too few to 
make any difference in the result. 

The Republican county committee met in 
the afternoon and ordered a general attack 
all along the line. Postmaster D. A. Camp- 
bell, chairman of the committee on halls and 
speakers, outlined a speaking campaign 
which will carry the two candidates for 
municipal offices into every ward of the 
city between now and election day. 

The executive committee of the Democratic 
county committee has been summoned to 
meet at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon to delib- 
erate over campaign affairs. Candidates 
Hildreth and Connery have been speaking 
during the week. It is planned to arrange 
a massmeeting in each of the a er 
wards for the two of them. 

Republican differences in the Twenty-sixth 
ward were patched up in the evening at a re- 
union and jollification at Rockwell street 
and. Lincoln avenue in the interest of Ald. 
William F. Lipps, who is a candidate for re- 
election. 


Candidates Are Quizzed. 

John S. Clark, Democratic candidate for 
alderman in the Thirty-fifth ward, and Ald. 
Frank Race, running in opposition for re- 
election on the Republican ticket, were 
speakers at the meeting last night of the 
Austin Public Policy club in the Austin High 
school. 

Each was given a list of six questions and 
asked to answer as many of them as he 
could in a fifteen minute talk.

An Informative Volume Which 


Throws Much Light on the Mi- 
kado’s Empire. 


HERE have been countless books 
written about Japan, some of them 
good, some of them not so good, some 
of them dealing with the inner rather 
than the outer life, the religions, the 
esoteric side of things, as was done by Per- 
cival Lowell and Lafcadio Hearn, but it 
Count Hayashi, late Japanese minister for 
foreign affairs and formerly the ambassador 
of Japan in London, is to be believed, the 
volume now before me, EVERY DAY JA- 
PAN (Cassell & Co.), is probably the best 
all around book on Japan yet written. The 
author is Mr. Arthur Lloyd, lecturer in the 
Imperial university, Higher Naval college, 
and Higher Commercial school of Tokio. 
The present volume is written in a straight- 
forward and convincing manner. You feel 
that the writer understands his subject¢hor- 
oughly, as a man should who has lived for 
twenty-five years in the country that he is 
writing about—that is, if he is a man of 
intelligence, which Mr. Lioyd certainly is. 
He takes up every phase of the question, 
city life, country life, the emperor and em- 
press, military life, arts and crafts—in fact, 
there is no subject that he leaves untouched 
and upon which he does not throw the light 
of years of observation. For instance, when 
he discusses the emperor, he tells us about 
him as a ruler and as a man; we are intro- 
duced to his public and private life. 


—— 


Mr. Lloyd considers him one of the ripest 
statesmen in the empire, which, he adds, 
“is no small praise when we think of the 
great men whom Japan in these latter days 
has produced. Like most rulers, he is a 
man of great industry. Every morning at 
8 he is at his work, receiving the reports of 
his ministers and transacting all the routine 
business which falls to the daily lot of a 


modern sovereign. He takes but few holi- 


days; summer and winter alike he remains 
in his palace and at his work, and if a min- 
ister comes to him with important business 
no waking hour is too late for him to attend 
to the needs of his state. He is said to be 
frank and straightforward and to expect 
all those around him to be possessed of the 
same virtue. 4 

As the author of this book is a lecturer in 
the Higher Naval college of Tokio, what 
he says about military and naval Japan is 
of especial interest. The Japanese naval offi- 
cer commences his professional studies at 
the Imperial Naval college at Yetajima, 


‘| into which he has passed by competitive 


examination between the ages of 16 and 20. 
The college is open to every one, with the 
exception of married men, those who have 
been criminally convicted, and undischarged 
bankrupts. The examination is of two sorts: 
first, a strict medical examination as to fit- 
ness for service; and, second, the usual edu- 
cational examination. This latter occasion- 
ally varies, but generally comprises mathe- 
matics, including arithmetic, algebra, ele- 
mentary Euclid, and trigonometry, physics, 
chemistry, history, geography, drawing— 
both mechanical and free hand—English in 
its various byanches, and Japanese. These 
are compulsory subjects, and a certain per- 
centage of marks must be made in each 
subject, as also a percentage on the total. 
Optional subjects, such as French, German, 
and Russian, may also be taken up, and the 
marks gained there, added to the total made 
in the compulsory subjects, determine the 
order of seniority in which the students enter 
the naval college.

seamed with tracks for electric cars and 
telephones with their overhead wires have 
destroyed the old world religious proces- 
sions. New conditions of trade and com- 
merce have sent some men up and others 
down and have completely reversed existing 
socia] conditions. The old spirit is no longer 
what it used to be. it has been tainted 
by materialism, by the thousand evil taints 
which cling to the material side of weste 
institutions. In summing up the observa- 
tions of a quarter of a gentury Mr. Lloyd 
says: On the issue of that internal reform 
now going on depends the position which 
Japan ultimately will take among the na- 
tions of the world. It is clear that she is now 
and will be for many years to come, a great 
military nation. It is also clear that she is 
rapidly becoming a great industrial afd 
commercial nation—a rival seriously threat- 
ening the commercial predominance in the 
far east hitherto claimed by other races. 
The two things combined do not always 

‘work for the wérid’s peace. The rise of a 

strong military, and at the same time com- 
mercial nation, may be a curse to the world 
rather than a blessing, if that nation is not 
also actuated by those nobler motives which 
prompt it to seek the things which are just, 
pure, noble, and of good report. Such a na- 
tion would indeed become a menace and a 
peril, and there are moments when the best 
friends of Japan tremble for her, fearing 
what will be the outcome of the changes 
which they are 80 constantly witnessing. 
In such moments there is always the com- 
forting thought that nations whose .great- 
ness is founded on greed, rapacity, hypoc- 
risy, or injustice speedily sink back into 
the insignificance from which thay have 
emerged so soon as their task has been ful- 
filled as the scourge in the hands of God. 
What does the world care now for the great 
Napoleonic empire?

But such, I am persuaded, will not be 


the ultimate destiny of Japan. Japan has 
in her elements of moral greatness, which 


will in the end triumph over the frankly - 


materialistic—I had almost said sordidly ma- 
terialistic—ideas which are now predomi- 
nant. She counts among her sons many 
who arg. honestly and honorably, seekers 
after truth and righteousness, and it is to 
these that I look as the ultimate preservers 
of the old wine in the new bottles. We out- 
siders cannot assist; we can only encour- 
age the noble efforts we see our friends 
making. But God helps those who help 
themselves, and it cannot be said of Japan 
that she has at any period of her history sat 
still with folded hands to wait for a salva- 
tion for which. she had not labored. Japan 
will assuredly work hard to deserv® her 
place in the world; when she has firmly es- 
tablished herself in her new position, and 
has time to pause and take stock, she will 
find that the change has been even more 
complete and radical than she dreams it has 
been. The ultimate and lasting glory of this 
great empire will not be the dregs of the 
old wine drained off into new bottles and 
spoiled in he process, but a new and bet- 
ter wine stored in new and better bottles, and 
matured in the only possible way, namely, 
*by age.“ 

No one who is interested in the Japanese 
question, which has got to be a burning 
one, particularly with us, can afford fo 
let this book go unread. Between its covers 
he will get an unprejudiced and intelligent 
view of Japan that it will be hard for him 
to find anywhere else. The book is illus- 
trated profusely with halftones and colored 
plates which lend a picturesque interest, but 
it is the letter press, what Mr. Lloyd has 
to say, and the way he says it that make 
the value of this book.

One of These, Like Our OWn, Is 
Winston 


T is to be hoped that when Theodore 
Roosevelt, citizen and traveler, sets out 
for Mombasa he will ‘take with him 
the Hon. Winston Spencer Churchill's 
“MY AFRICAN JOURNEY.” Mr. 

Churchill visited the Dark Continent, even 
as Mr. Roosevelt will do, for purposes of 
recuperation and adventure. Not that Mr. 
Churchill was able to confine himself to ad- 
venture any more than Mr. Roosevelt will 
be. The politics of that much troubled and 
much troubling continent aroused in him 
many reflections, and he cannot resist the 
temptation to break into his narrative with 
observations such as a practical statesman 
like himself inevitably must have, 

The volume is an exceedingly readable one. 
Mr. Churchill is a gentleman of wide out- 
look, of no little good will, and of a genial 
confidence in the attitude of his reader to- 
ward himself. It follows, therefore, that he 
reveals even more of himself than of Africa 
in this chronicle, and if there is anything in 
life or literature more vital or more enter- 
taining than self-revelation one would be 
pleased to know what it is. 
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What he has to say about the course of 
future history in Africa is of importance. 
Color, he remarkg, is already the great ques- 
tion of the African dominions. The colonists 
of East Africa hope to make the highlands a 
white man's country. But Mr. Churchill 
considers such an aspiration worse than 
futile. ‘‘ Whatever may be the increase in 
the White population in the future,” he re- 
marks, it is safe to say that it will be far 
more than counterbalanced by the multipli- 
cation of the natives, as they are guarded 
against famine and war. But were such a 
solution possible, it would be almost the last 
thing desired by those who clamor for a 
‘white man’s country.’ For observe it is 
not against the black aboriginal that the 
prejudices and interests of the white set- 
tler or trader are arrayed.

Strong opposition on the part of milk pro- 
ducers towards the attitude of the milk deal- 
ers in refusing to advance the price paid to 
the farmers continued to exist yesterday in 
some of the milk producing districts tributary 
to Chicago. It was admitted by John H. 
Marsh of the Borden company that some of 
the farmers had refused to sell milk at the 
price offered, and that the company had 
closed its books, leaving such farmers to 
dispose of their milk to local creameries or 
otherwise, as they might find fit. 

The number of farmers who refused to 
sell milk does not constitute a serious defeo- 
tion,“ asserted Mr. Marsh. We didn’t need 
those who held out, as we were able to con 
tract for a supply equal to our full capacity 
without them. We are in good shape for 
the summer.” 


Explains Side of Farmers. 

Frank T. Fowler, one of the Chicago repre- 
sentatives of the Tri-State Milk Producers’ 
— gave the side of the farmers laat 
n s 

a farmer gets the magnificent sum he 
got last year for his milk, he gets 2 1-8 cents 
a quart,” he said. The dealer wants 7 
cents. We should like to have the dealers 
tell us satisfactorily ‘why we should not get 
more—why the difference in the price they 
pay us and their selling price should be so 
great. 

“TI have been out in the country 4 great 
deal lately. An increase in the price to the 
farmer of 1-8 cent a quart is considered to 
be fair.

If it were law the coffee drinkers of the 
United States would be taxed for the 
benefit of some foreign and capi- 
taliste. The proviso is odious and should 
be expunged. The chairman of the ways 
and means committee should submit that 
a mistake has been made and make the 
motion. 


THE FRENCH STRIKE. 

Large portions of the United States 
had a taste in 1894 of the discomforts of 
@ suspension of railroad operation. The 
people were subjected to temporary in- 
convenience a few years ago by a cessa- 
tion of telegraph service. There has been 
no strike so generally distressful as the 
one with which the French government is 
now struggling. It began in Paris with 
the government telegraph operators and 
epread from them to the employés in the 
postal and telephone service. Paris is 
almost deprived of means of communica- 
tion with the outer world, and the strike 
is gradually extending to the provinces. 

The telegraphers went out as a protest 
against the alleged arbitrary and tyran- 
nical administration of the undersecre- 
tary of posts and telegraphs. Their ac- 
tion was precipitated by an insult said 
to have been offered by him to the offi- 
cers of their organization. These com- 
plaints may be, and probably are, well 
founded, but the government hae refused 
to make a concession or discuss a griev- 
ance until the Strikers shall have re- 
turned to work. ;

Just 200 years have elapsed since the 
first great emigration of Germans to Amer- 
ica; and in view of the fact that some of 
the oldest and most respected families in 
the United States are descended from these 
adventurers of 1700, it is strange that no 
step should be taken to commemorate the 
fact here. To this day the cause of the 
sudden wholesale departure of the people 
from the provinces of the upper Rhine for 
the new world is shrouded in mystery. There 
was no particular reason for it at that junc- 
ture, And yet during the first three or 
four months a perfect exodus, originated no 
one knows by whom, took place, those aban- 
doning their homes in Germany numbering 
nearly 40,000. 

They made their way down the Rhine 
to Rotterdam, where great difficulty was 
experienced in shipping them, over to Eng- 
land, where they were to embark for Amer- 
ica. In England no preparations had been 
made for this totally unexpected and sud- 
den invasion of Germans, and e result 
was that great misery and destitution en- 
sued; no less than 6,000 succumbing to epi- 
demics. About as many more crossed St. 
George's channel to Ireland, and settled 


names which one enco every now and 
then in the land Thousands more 
either returned of their own accord to Ger- 
many, or were shipped back by the authori- 
ties, while only about 10,000 managed to 
finally reach America. 

II mention this, it ie because of the

It is not 
one of the mighty Ludwigs most inspired or 
inspiring creations, and to leave it in the 
comparative obscurity where it rests most 
of the time would detract nothing from his 
fame. The was miidly interesting, 
however, and the men under-Mr. Stock's di- 
rection played the work excellently. 

Following the overture came the musical 
treat of the afternoon. As the symphony of 
the program Mr. Stock had selected the 
Cesar Franck D minor. It is a work of su- 
preme beauty—music melodious, ingratiat- 
ing, noble, and eminently satisfying, no mat- 
ter from what viewpoint it be considered. 
It ie music destined to endure, for its 
structure is substantial and logical and its 
contents are musically vital and emotionally 
true. It is music rich in fine, strong melodic 
themes, and the workmanship employed in 
the handling of these themes is that of the 
master certain of his intent and commander 
of every resource. 

It w a symphony that will come to have 
place among the master works of its kind and 
each rehearing but increases the admiration 
felt for it and the enjoyment derived from 
its performance. 

The presentment by the orchestra was a 
loving one.
